The news that both the French and our 
own forces have been compelled by strong 
German counter-attacks. to relinquish some 
of, the ground won in the course of Sun- 
day's operations will not be regarded too 
tragically except by those who based ex- 
cessive hopes upon those operations. The 
Germans are doing their best to misrepre- 
sent thenj. Their report of yesterday tells 
us that Sunday was a “battle-day of the 
first-order.” The Allies, “with very con- 
siderable forces and with the display of 
the entire strength of their artillery,” de- 
livered against. the German front “a 
gigantic blow.” It suffered a severe de- 
feat, with the inevitable accompaniment of 
“ the greatest and most sanguinary losses.” 
H must be obvious to anyone except 
a German lulled into stupidity by tliat 
refrain, which has become too monotonous 
to be any longer comic, that no great 
offensive effort such as is here suggested 
“was undertaken by the Allies on Sunday, 
or could have been undertaken. Sir 
Douglas Haig stated expressly in his report 
of Sunday night that we had attacked '' at

They attacked 
Saillisel, the south-eastern part of the 
twin villages known as Sailly-Saillisel, and 
to the south of it made a converging move- 
ment from three sides on the strong Ger- 
man positions in the -St. Pierre Vaast 
Wood. The village of Saillisel is an im- 


the enemy, whose counter-attacks have re- 
gained a footing in it. The St. 
Vaast Wood in its turn, while it remains 
in, German hands, prevents the French 
frum debouching to the south of it upon a 
ridge above the Tortille brook, which is 
their objective,

positions, well concealed, command a very 
wide arc of fire, and their uncovering is 
essential to the prosecution of the attack 
upon Péronne. Despite their losses in the 
counter-attacks, the French have made a

The Allies, therefore, are favourably 
placed for vigorous action when an im- 
provement in the weather permits the 
general offensive to be resumed. One of 
the correspondents at General Head- 
quarters has just given us the interesting 
item of information that the meteorological 
records of the Somme valley go to prove 
that October is the wettest average month 
of the year, so that we may reasonably 
anticipate an improvement in the weather 
despite the advancing season. It is clearly 
of high importance that the offensive in 
the west shall be prosecuted with the 
utmost possible rigour throughout the 
winter. The latest news from the eastern 
front suggests that Marshal von Hinden- 
burg has now completed his concentration 
in the east. Yet, though he is attacking 
the main Russian front and warding off 
Russian attacks directed towards General 
von Falkenhayn’s lines of ielcashonad 
while the latter presses his offensive against 
Rumania, there is every indication that his 
forces are inadequate for their manifold 
tasks. Reports from Rumania encourage 
the belief that the balance is restored, and 
the temporary collapse of Austrian resist- 
ance before the Italians is eloquent of the 
strain which is put on the enemy's man- 
power by their commitments in the east. 
The possibility—which, if it is realised, 
will imply a great discredit to the foresight 
of the Allies—that the enemy may recruit 
their man-power by their political 
manceuyres in Poland makes it more than 
ever urgent that the Allies should at least 
maintain, and if possible increase, that 
enormous drain upon it which resistance to 
the Somme offensive involves. The enemy 
attempt to hide from their own people the 
danger that the drain may prove too great 
to be borne by their monotonous insistence 
on the Allies’ “great and sanguinary 
losses." It is worth noting that all the 
inspired German writing on the exhaustion 
of the Allies, and particularly of the 
French, has been consistently wrong. 
Verdun had bled France so white that she 
could not take part in a summer offensive. 
The Somme offensive supplied the comment 
of France upon that assertion. German 
writers have lately varied the tune. Now 
the Somme offensive—which we were told 
before was impossible—-is really bleeding 
France white. In that case the new effort 
by which France has deprived the Germans 
of all the ground which they gained at 
such terrible cost at Verdun is a suffi- 
ciently remarkable symptom of her exhaus- 
tion. 


American Prosperity. 


_ To-day’s voting in the United States 
will decide which of the two candidates 
for the Presidency is to hold that offico 
for the next term of four years. Obse-vers 
on the spot tell us that questions 
cf foreign policy have small interest {or 
the electors so long as they feel that 
neither candidate wishes to disturb the 
prosperous peace which Mr. Wilson has 
preserved for the United States. The 
number of voters who are traditionally 
Republican is much in excess of 
the normal Democratic vote. Mr. 
Hughes should win, therefore, * unless 
the number of Republicans and un- 
certain voters who are satisfied with 
Mr. Wilson's conduct of affairs, and prefer 
to keep him in office rather than to risk 
a change, is so large as to neutralise the 
political majority cf the Republican vote. 
Mr. Wilson has kept the peace, and 4he 
result has been highly satisfactory to the 
majority of the inhabitants of the United 
States. European war has brought

Dublin Municipal Gallery of Modern Art. 
These pictures were bought by him for 
Dublin, and remained in the Dublin Gal- 
lery for nearly six years as a “ conditional 
gift —conditional, that is to say, on the 
erection by the Corporation of a perma- 
nent building for the whole Dublin collec- 
tion within a fixed term of years. We need 
not dwell upon the unfortunate incident 
of the '“ Bridge Site Gallery.” Sir Hugh 
Lane insisted upon this site; the Cor- 
poration rejected it, and, in the mean- 
while, the term -of years had expired. 
Angry and disappointed, Sir Hugh re- 
moved his ‘conditional gift” from 
Dublin, and offered the French group on 
loan to the English National Gallery, 
where it is now stored. He then made a 
will by which he bequeathed the 
most important pictures of the “con- 
ditional gift” as the foundation of 
“a collection of modern Continental art 
in London.” Two years later, however, 
his own country renewed her spell upon 
him. He changed his mind, and drew out 
with his own hand, and signed, a codicil 
to his will by which he revoked definitely 
the bequest of these pictures to London, 
and left them to the City of Dublin. 
Immediately afterwards he made his last 
journey to the United States, and was lost 
with the Lusitania. The codicil, of which 
the hand-writing is undisputed, had not 
been. signed by a witness. It is in these 


ciygumstances that the wblin Corporation 


“respectfully requests” the returh of the 
French pictures to the Dublin Gallery. It 
can only “ request,’ for it appears that in 
law the English National Gallery is en- 
titled to retain them. On the equity of 
the case, however, we are convinced that 
all fair and generous minds in both coun- 
tries will be in full agreement. It was Sir 
Hugh Lane's first and last intention that 
these French pictures should find their 
permanent home in the Deblin Municipal 
Gallery’, His clear purpose was only 
frustrated by his sudden and untimely 
death. The codicil, though unwitnessed, 
ean be upheld. by “‘ consent,” and we are 
loth to believe that the authorities in Lon- 
don will refuse to accept this course. If 
they refuse—the pictures are worth fight- 
ing for, afid the Irish people ought to fight 
for them. It gueceeded ‘in bringing the 
famous gold ornaments from the British 
Museum to Dublin. We think that, if 
our Irish members of Parliament will unite 
to put Dublin’s claim upon Sir Hugh 
Lane's pictures before the Government, 
they will be able to prevent what would be 
—in spite of the strict ruling of the law— 
a miscarriage of justice.

One of the disadvantages of submarine 
fighting is that, once the torpedo is 
launched, those in the submarine can 
rarely stay to see the full effects of the 
blow. That must be the case in what I 
may call legitimate submarine wartare. 
Of course, when the victim ‘Is a mere 
innocent metchant ship, so beloved by the 
gentle Hun, there is little danger, and 
plenty of opportunity to gloat over the 
victims; but it is different when it as 
submarine versus watship. It so happens 
that twice lately our submarines operating 
in the North Sea have torpedoed German 
warships, but have not been able to report 
definitely the amount of damage. In the 
first case the German Admiralty an- 
nounced that the victim was the Munchen, 
a small German cruiser, which, they 
claimed, managed to reach port. It is 
very doubtful whether she did, but there 
it is. Yesterday one of our submarines 
torpedoed a German Dreadnought off the 
coast of Denmark. The official announce- 
ment says that “torpedoes were fired, 
and that the vessel was “hit. We may 
take it that the commander of the sub- 
marine knew better than to loiter about 
for further details, It is unfortunate 
that we do not know the name of the 
Dreadnought or the fate that. befell her. 
She, at any rate, is not likely to be of 
much. use for some time, even if she 
manages to réach a German port, It 
will be interesting to see, however, what 
the German Admiralty will say about this 
incident.

EVIDENCE OF IDENTIFICATION. 

Mr. W. E. Matthews, agent of the London 
and North-Western Railway Company at 
Greenore, who was the first witness, mentioned 
that the Connemara left Greenore at 8.5 p.m. 
There was a storm at the time. He accounted 
for the bodies of Captain Doeg, captain of the 
Connemara; John Hughes and W. P. Williams, 
members of the ship’s crew; and John Burns, 
Peter Killen. and L. Carthy, cattlemen, 

In reply to Mr. J. H. Collins, the witness 
said that word of the occurrence did not reach 
Greenore till nine o'clock next morning. Con- 
sequently no steps could be taken to launch 
the lifeboat there. 

George Mullin idéntified the bodies of George 
Owen, W. E. Hughes, M. Flaherty, D. Evans, 
William Hambley, John Beever, Owen 
Pritchard, R. J. Jones, William Owen, Owen 
Smith, Isaac Woodhall, and Joseph Hughes, 
all members of the Coémnemara’s crew. 

SURVIVOR’S EVIDENCE. 

James Boyle, the sole survivor of the acci- 
dent, then came forward to give evidence. 
He was visibly affected, and he cried when he 
took his seat in the witness chair. Though a 


4 powerful young man, he bore traces of his 


terrible experience. When questioned by Dis- 
trict Inspector Ross he composed himself, and 
gave his evidence quietly and clearly. He was 
a seaman on board the Retriever, which left 
Garston at 4.25 on Friday morning, bound for 
Newry, with a cargo of coal. The wind was 
south-east up to twelve o'clock, and afterwards 
changetl to south south-west. Between five and 
six the cargo shifted owing to the heavy storm, 
but the incident did not cause uneasiness. 
They came in sight of Haulbowline Light- 
house at 650 p.m. It was blowing pretty 
heavily then. Between 7.30 and 8 o'clock, at 
Hellyhunter Buoy, they got their lights up, and 
the captain was steering at the time. Shortly 
afterwards they sighted the Connemara, and 
the witness saw her two mast headlights burn- 
ing. Just then he had to go to the captain's 
n, and.when there he heard three blasts 
from the Retriever’s whistle and the ringing of 
tee telegraph, which indicated that the vessel! 
s about to move astern. When. he reached 
the landing, before openi the cabin door, 
he felt the impact of a collision. On rushing 
on deck he saw the Connemara right across the 
Retriever’s bows, and that the vessels were in 
contact, The Retriever got clear, and grounded 
on the north side of the channel. 
Coroner—Would you say the cargo of the 
Retriever shifted egainP No. There was no 
further list. The Connemara was settling down 
and sank in about seven minutes. Ca tain 
O'Neill ordered all hands to the boats of the 
Retriever. The witness went on to describe how 
he, Clugston, and Donnan got ready a boat,Don- 
nan shouting to anybody with heavy boots. to 
throw them off. The Retriever took a list to 


istarboard. and the boat swung off of her own 


accord. He bad a hold of a rope and swung 
into the boat. Donnan Plies. ““ Cut far 
away,” The Retriever listed to starboard, and 
went down. He saw n> nore of the crew. but 
he managed to drift ashore in the boat, which 
capsized twice, a wave washing him on to her 
keel on the first occasion. When he reached the 
surf he crawled as far as he could. He could 
not say which side of the Connemara was 
struck. He did not see her sheering off. 

Mr. Frederick Ferris, manager of the Clanrye 
Steamship Company, gave evidence as to the 
identity of all the bodies of the Retriever's 
crew. 

POLICE SERGEANT'S EVIDENCE. 

Sergeant Harpey, Kilkeel, said that he was 
first. apprised of the occurrence at 8.15 on 
Saturday morning. On the beach at Cranfield 
he found thirty-four bodies. Since then twenty- 
five more had Seon found. The number of 
female bodies. identified was three, and females 
unidentified seven, while in six cases it was 
impossible to distinguish sex. 

At this stage it was announced that the 
body of James Curran, Rostrevor, had been 
identified by his son.

GERMANY’S CRY FOR FOOD. 


Mr E. Ashmead Barilett, the: Special Cor- 
respondent of the London Daily Express with 
ithe Frénch Army, writes:—Day by day the 
eremy’s position is becoming more and more 
desperate, to. judge from the letters found on 
the dead and on the prisoners. There is one 
prolonged wail from the interior of Germany. 
From all parts of the country the cry is for 
food Friends and relatives write that they 
want to send parcels ‘to the front, but there is 
móir nothing to send. In one leiter a 
vife writes :—"“ If you obtain your leave, mind 
you arrange to bring your food with you, as 
there is absolutely nothing here.” Thus, with 
the manifold horrors they are enduring at the 
front: the German soldiers have the additional 
worry of feeling that their families are in a 
state of semi-starvation.

When this is accom- 
plished,” said M. Venezelos, “who will contest 
the justice of our programme, both home and 
foreign? The. King himself will then realise 
how detrimental the application of a purely per- 
sonal policy and the violation of the QOonstitu- 
tion has been for the country.” Asked whether 
he hoped te collect sufficient forces to drive the 
Bulgars out of Eastern Macedonia and realise 
the main purpose of the National movement, 
M. isa “w replied that he was quite opti- 
mistic. Several districts had already joined the 
movement, and were also volunteers from 
old Greece, Egypt, Cyprus, America, and the 
Colonies. Questioned as to the financial situation, 
M. Venezelos said that the Allies would gene- 
rously provide the army requirements, and the 
revenues of the districts where the Provisional 
Government was established wovld say suffice 
to cover other expenditure. Regarding the reports 
that the Provisional Governmen’ proposes fo con- 
voke Parliament on May 3h4 next year, M. 
Venezelos said that nothing had been decided, but 
that this was probable, as the popular will 
could be represented by Parliament only. An 
eventual dissolution was also possible, and in 
that case the possibility was not exeluded of 
holding new elections in the districts which had 
joined the movement and those which it is evi- 
dent will join in the near future. If new elec- 
tions were held it was not unlikely that in the 
ensuing Parliament the Greek Colonies, which 
had shown such unbounded patriotism, would 
be represented. Asked whether he hoped for 
prompt recognition by the Powers, M. Vene- 
selos renlied in the affirmative, and added that 
recognition had practically been effected by 
communications made to him in Crete. ' We 
closely sad heartily .collaborate with the pro- 
tecting Powers, which consider us their Allies, 
end eive us every moral and material support. 
Under these circumstances, ahd as we were 
recognised de facto, the recognition de jure will 
be purely a matter of form.” In conclusion, M. 
Venerelos said he was fully satisfied with the 
decision of the Boulogne Conference.
